ineluding, but not limited to, photographs, interview notes, and 
eleetronie or paper eommunieations; All responses from Department of 
Homeland Seeurity ageney eomponents, ineluding, but not limited to, 
ICE, GBP, and Immigrant Health Serviees Corps, regarding the 
reeommendations in Report No. OIG-19-46. All follow-up 
eommunieations from OIG to any DHS ageney eomponent or 
Congressional liaison based on Report No. OIG-19-46. All 
eommunieations between OIG and subjeet-matter experts, ineluding, but 
not limited to, publie health offieials. DHS-OIG reeeived your request on 
June 13, 2019, and assigned it the above-refereneed traeking number. 

Your request has been plaeed in the queue for proeessing in the order in 
whieh it was reeeived. Although DHS-OIG’s goal is to respond within 20 
business days of reeeipt of your request, the FOIA does permit a 10-day 
extension of this time period under 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(B). 

Unfortunately, we eannot prediet exaetly when your request will be 
proeessed, as we eurrently have a large baeklog of requests. If you eare 
to narrow the seope of your request, please eontaet our offiee. We will 
make every effort to eomply with your request in a timely manner. 

You have requested expedited proeessing of your request under the 
Department’s standard permitting expedition for requests involving an 
imminent threat to the life or physieal safety of an individual. 6 C.F.R. § 
5.5(e)(l)(i). Based on the information provided, we have determined that 




your request for expedited proeessing under this standard should be 
denied. Your letter fails to provide a detailed explanation for seeking 
expedited proeessing as required by Department regulations. 6 C.F.R. § 
5.5(e)(3). You have not explained how aeeess to the requested reeords 
would alleviate a speeifie threat to the life or physieal safety of an 
individual. 

In aeeordanee with DHS regulation 6 C.F.R. § 5.11(a), this letter also 
eonfirms your agreement to ineur all applieable fees involved in the 
proeessing of your request, up to the amount of $25.00. You will be 
notified should fees exeeed this amount.
